'CANNOT CONVICT ME,' 


SflYS RU£F /N AFFIDAVIT 


Ex-Boss Denies That He Is Going to Flee 


(SPECIAL TO THE TRIBUNE.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 20.—Abra- 


ham Ruef and hig attorneys, Ach and 
Shortrldge, filed affidavits at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon in the District Court of 
Appeal In reply to the affidavit flled by 
Heney this mornins in connection with 
Huef's motion for a. reduction of ball. 


In Ruef's affidavit he denies the com- 


mission of any offenses and also denies 
that he has numerous or wealthy accom- 
plices. 
He admits a number of people 


were indicted with him, but denies thjit 
le Intends to leave the country, or that 
anyone ever suggested to him that he 
leave the city, and says he has no in- 
tention of absenting himself from the 
lurisdictlon of the Superior Court. 
Dwells on Immunity. 


He goes on to say that he believes 


,md is advised that no conviction can 
]>e had under any 
of the 
Indictments 


against him. lie 
admits 
he 
pleaded 


guilty, but says he declared his inno- 
cence fn open court and again dwells 
on the subject of the immunity contract. 


In speaking 
of his 
alleged flight to 


Trocadero, Ruef says: 


"After the allowance of the writ of 
error to the Superior Court, the affiant 
was admitted to ball in the sum of $50,- 
000 and did give said bull, and affiant 
believed and his, attorneys believed that 
this application stayed further proceed- 
ing in department 6 of

Court. 
That affiant at said time was, 
and for a long time previous had been 
a man of large affairs and did, in com- 
pany with a friend, Myrtle Cert, solely

tie" was passed by Koch to some one 
else in the compact whose identity 
may be disclosed only by another case 
of suicide.

dicts a number of additional suicides 
although she lias cHssuaded three that 
had avowed such a purpose.

JAPANESE INVITE FLEET 


TO VISIT THEIR COUNTRY 


Oriental Government Sends Request 


WASHINGTON. 
March 
20.—The 


Japanese Government has extended an 
Invitation to the American Govern- 
ment to have the Atlantic battleship 
fleet visit any port in Japan on Its 
homeward cruise around the world. 
This invitation was reached at the 
Japanese embassy here yesterday and 
was at once transmitted "to Secretary 
Root by Ambassador Takahira. 
The Question of its acceptance or 


declination will be considered by the 
President and his Cabinet today. 
It Is believed that Yokohama will ba 
the Japanese port at which the American 


fleet will call. 
An invitation is expected from, the Chl- 
nesa government to have the American 
fleet visit Chinese waters as aoon as it 
becomes known to the Chinese govern- 
ment that the Japanese invitation has 
been accepted. 
In that case it will, of 
course, be necessary for the fleet to also 
visit China, and it is likely that the stop 
will be made at Shanghai.

With Big Doors. 


BERKELEY, 
March 
20. — At 
a 


meeting of the North Berkeley Im- 
provement Club last night School Di- 
rector Loring declared that a repeti- 
tion of the Colllngwood disaster was 
Impossible in the Berkeley 
schools: 


Rumors to the contrary, that many of 
the exits were small and 
that 
the 


doors opened Inside, he said, are un- 
founded. 


"Our schools are not fireproof, hut 


the arrangements are such that in 
case of nre the buildings would be 
emptied within a few minutes 
and 


without danger to the children," said 
Dr. Loring. 
"Our schools 
are 
not 


equipped 
with 
fira 
escapes, 
but 


I doubt if flre escapes would be of 
much avail In a panic. 
Children are 
not like adults. 
In a fire they will 


make a rush for the stairways Just 
as they are trained to do in firedrills-, 
and if anything goes wrong a panic Is 
sure to follow. The best flre escapes 
are doors that swing out and won't 
be jammed, broad stairways that give 
ample room for the flight of the little 
ones, and enough exits so that the 
children will not all be forced to ruaji 
through one door." 
• 
Dr. 'Loring said he was In favor of 
putting flre escapes on the buildings 
because the law required it and in 
order to add to the peace of mind of 
parents but not because he believed 
thev would be of any use In case .of 
emergency. He wanted escapes In the 
form, of an Inclined plane shoot be- 
cause he feared children would jump I f 
off steps or iron stairways in case of 
trouble.

Promoting Insurrections in 
Taft States. 


The Missouri Republican Convention declared for Taft by an 


overwhelmirg majority. So did all the district conventions, save 
two, which endorsed Hughes. Tim has greatly elated the oppon- 
ents of Taft who assert that one or two of the Ohio districts will 
send delegates opposed to Taft. 


The partizans of Hughes had better not take too much com- 


lort from such circumstances. Taft can take more New York dele- 
gates from Hughes than Hughes can possibly muster in Ohio and 
Missouri combined, and it's a-poor rttle than won't work both ways. 
Taft has keot his hands off New York, and if the Hughes people 
are wise thev will abstain from attempts to rob Taft of delegates in 
States that belong to him by decree of public sentiment. 


The unit rule does not prevail in Republican as it does in 


Democratic conventions. It was broken at Chicago in 1880, when 
Elaine combined with George William Curtis and the^Mugwumps, 
•who four years later fought the Maine statesman so bitterly to de- 
feat Grant's nomination for a third term. By breaking the unit 
rule several groups of district delegates were released from insfruc- 
tions given,by their State conventions. Since that time the power 
of Republican State conventions to instruct is limited to the four 
delegates elected at large. But the limitation is as broad as it is 
long. It is as narrow in New York as it is in Ohio and Missouri, 
and the man who raids another's wigwam must leave his own un- 
protected. 


Hughes, Knox and Fairbanks cannot consistently foster petty 


revolts in Taft States without provoking similar revolts in their 
own States. By making marauding excursions into Taft territory 
they will irevitabiy incite similar incursions into their own terri- 
tories. The attempt to make one rule for themselves and another 
for the man they are in league to defeat will not win, for it is un- 
fair and distinctly opposed to the public sense of right. The man 
who demands the courtesy of the game for himself must accord 
it to others.
